In 
this edition half-tone illuatralione hare been uted to a greater eilent 
than formerly. The meaner of illuilreting text-book* it a suhjtet with 
which publisher* are now graptding. Whet the ultimate outcome will 
be it hard to say.

Aa an additional reference work on Pathology and Practice the 
present collect tun of monograph* by Knglith million may be conildeotlT 

recommended. While It il'« not pretend to riyel in complelenctt of 
detail the larger system* of leedkine, it poetcrct the advenlege of being 
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confined within limits which justify the titlo of a mauual. The prevail¬ 
ing views on the etiology and pathology of the morbid conditions which 
nt present are engaging the attention of investigators recelvo their due 
share of consideration. Thus, in the introductory chapter on Diseases 
of the Blood, a fairly comprehensive exposition of the actual state of 
hrcmatology will be found, although the portion dovoted to clinical 
laboratory work might with advantage have been more fully elaborated. 

Tho third volumo is dovoted to Diseases of tho NervouB System. It 
is enriched by numerous differential tables and an elaborate tablo of 
spinal localizations, besides numerous explanatory cuts and diagrams 
scattered through the toxt. Of practical value is tho short article on 
the method of examining patients suffering with speech defects, espe¬ 
cially for one who is not in tho habit of seeing many nervous disorders, 
as is also the chapter on Focal Diagnosis, embracing only twenty pages. 

In the articlo on cerebral vascular lesionB tho differential points 
between tho various forms of hemorrhago aro stated with apparent clear¬ 
ness if somewhat dogmatically, but one’s faith in tho author’s accuracy 

U shaken by an unfortunate contradiction in the symptomatology. Thus, 

on pngo 70, it is stated that " ventricular hemorrhago is indicated by 
rigidity giving place to flaccidity of tho limbs on both sides/' whllo on 

tho opposite page wo read that in tho same condition 11 (hero tnay coexist 

rigidity of the Jinibs on ono or both sides." It is to bo hoped that the 
opportunity to correct or oxplaiu such discrepancies will be afforded by 

tho appearance of a new edition. f . 

A cursory survoy of tho most common conditions usually seen by tho 
general practitioner leaves ono with tho pleasant impression that the 
authors aro not afllictcd with the pessimistic views so often displayed by 
special writers on tho subject of treatment. Whoro tho diseaso is Incur¬ 
able some consideration is at least dovoted to nalliativo measures, iho 
freedom with which tho bromides and, above all, tho coal tar antipyretics 
are recommended in a great variety of conditions requiring sedative 
and analgesic medication is to bo deprecated, Tho treatment advised in 
epilepsy follows the beatcu tracks, no mention being made of tho recent 
endeavors to control tho disease by dietetic management, thus avoiding 
tho danger of mental deterioration incident to broinido medication. 
Indeed, tho author states that “mental deterioration takes place at least 
ns rapidly in tli030 who aro treated by other drugs,” thus apparently 
taking its ultimate occurrence for granted. In fact, throughout tho 
work treatment other than by drugs receives too littlo attention. Tho 
fact that the experience and methods of English physicians aro reflected 
in the book will not detract from its interest to American readers. Tho 
stylo of the work is uniformly excellent, and presents a pleasing variety 
horn of its mixed parentage. B. M. Q.
